DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

In claims 72 and 77, "main memory" lacks antecedent basis. 

The claims recite Advanced Configuration and Power Interface specification, 
which is an industry standard. Since the industry standards are subject to change 
and/or revision over a period of time, the recitation of the industry standard in a claim, 
makes the claim vague and indefinite. 

In regard to claims 68-70 and 87-89, the use of industry standard "C state" and 
C1 sate" in the claims is vague and indefinite because the industry standard can be 
revised in the future. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 68-86 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Independent claim 68 is incomplete for omitting 
essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the steps. See MPEP 
§ 2172.01 . The omitted steps are: the claim identified an exit time but missing an 
identified entry time, which is necessary for determining a duration. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 68-93 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The process claims can only be recognized on 
two instances in which a method may qualify as a section 101 process: when the 
process "either was tied to a particular or operated to change materials to a different 
state or thing". In this instant the method claims do not change materials into a different 
thing and are not tied to an apparatus. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Brakmo et al. [US 2003/0105983] discloses computing devices 
using micro-sleep intervals.
